directed to the bailiff of the faid town, commandmo him to make and levy the
feveral fums of money annexed to the faid Lift with all convenient {peed, and to
erforce the colleCtion thercof, if neceffary, by the feizure and fale of - the goods
and chattels of any perfon who fhall refule or delay to make payment of fuch af-
feffment ; and the faid bailiff, within the fpace of ten days after receiving any fuch

{ift of a{" effment, fhall furnith every perfon, fo chargeabk with the amou-;t of
his or her offeffment, and the fame fhall be payable to the faid bailiff, by every
fuch perfon, within the term of twenty days after rendering fuch account, and
if not then paid, it fhall be lawful for the faidsbailiff, and he is hereby re-

quired, to proceed to the collettion thercof, if neceflary, by feizure and fule of th

goods or chattels of every perfon refuﬁng or delaymg to pay fuch aﬁlﬁmenh
andthe faid bailiff fhall account for the amount of fuch aflefiment with the faid
commiffioners, =t or before the end of two months after the receipt of every fuch
Iift of ‘aflefiment, and pay the fums colleted, under the penalty of ten pounds
current money.
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XXKIX. any be it cnafled, That the feveral penalties and forfeitures which
may be incurred by any perfen in virtue of this ag, fhall be recovered before any
juttice of the peace of the faid county, upon the complaint and cath, or affirma-
tion, of one competent and credible witnefs, ard (hall and may be levied by com-
mitment of the offender in execution to the fheriff of the faid county, until pay-
ment of the penalty and fees, or by procefs in the nature of a fer: ]mza: directed
to the bailiff of the faid town, for levying the fame by feizure and fale of the goods
and chattels of the offender ; and the fees to the bailiff fhall be the fume as are
or may be allowed by law to the theriffs for executing a writ of fer7 facias ; and
the faid penalties and forfeitures, and all monies arifing by virtue of this act, thall
be accounted for by the officer or perfons colie&ing or recciving the fame to the
i2id commuiflieners, and be apphcd by them to the repaxr and (uppo t of the mar-
ket-houle 1n the faid town, and in providing, ordering and rep.nnng, the fcaies,
weigits and engines, hercin: before mcntxoned or otherwxfe, in their difcretion,
to fuch other purpofes as. may improve or concern the regulations of the faid
town, and the market thercof, as eftablithed by this adt.
